^^CTRAORDINARY DISCLOS- 
URE. 

The present Ministry and House 
were selected for their Bupposed ability 
and desire to further the railway in- 
terests of the country. They went be- 
fore the Province with the statement 
that the Elliott Government had 
dilly-dallied with the railway, had sup- 
pressed important dispatches, and had 
generally acted with bad faith in the 
matter of the railway. Upon the ad- 
vent of Mr. Walkkm to power last 
summer the House was called together 
to take action on the railway. On the 
3d of AugUBt they passed a series of 
resolutions which have been aptly styl- 
ed the secession momorial. On the 2d 
of September the House was prorogu- 
ed. It was the plain duty of the Gov- 
ernment to forward tho petition to Ot- 
tawa with the utmost dispatch. Until 
yesterday everyone believed that they 
had so acted; but a telegram from the 
Canadian Government, which was laid 
before the House yestorday, shows that 
the memorial did not reach Ottawa till 
tho 11th day of October, or nearly six 
toeeks after its passage by tho House. 
Twelve clays are required for a letter to 
pass between Ottawa and Victoria. 
Suppose we givo the memorial fourteen 
days in which to make the trip; that 
would leave four weeks to be account- 
ed for— four weeks during which tho 
memorial must have slumbered in the 
pigeonholes at Government buildings- 
forgotten and neglected by a Min- 
istry expressly appointed to in- 
augurate a "vigorous railway policy." 
The consequence is that the. dispatch 
has scarcely yet reached London. 

We had intended saying something 
pungent on this important and scandal- 
ous disclosure; but on reflection we turn 
tho delinquent Ministers over to the 
tender mercies of the fire-eaters of their 
party. They will know best how to 
deal with them. 

" OUR NORTHERN AND SOUTH- 
ERN NEIGHBORS." 



Under this headitig tho San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin discourses upon the pros- 
pects of reciprocity between the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada 
and the Republic of Mexico. As the 
articlo possesses much significance in 
view of the retaliatory tariff just intro- 
duced at Ottawa, we venture to repro- 
duce the articlo entire. The Bulletin, 
it will be seen, while admitting the 
feasibility of reciprocal relations with 
Mexico is by no means favorable to a 
similar arrangement with Canada. But 
it must be borne in mind that Pacific 
Coast interests are antagonistic to those 
of the Atlantic, and a treaty that might 
bo beneficial to the East would not be 
appreciated by the West,' It would be 
a grand thing for British Columbia 
could its coal and fish bo introduced 
free of duty to the San Francisco mar- 
ket. Says the B'Mttin: 

"The questions of reciprocity be- 
twoon the United States and tho Do 
minion of Canada and the Republic of 
Mexico arc again being extensively 
canvassed. A number of New York 
merchants recently held a meeting for 
the purpose of impressing upon the 
Government the desirability of enter- 
ing into negotiations for establishing 
such relations with tho Dominion of 
Canada. Last week the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relation* agreed to 
report to Congress a resolution re- 
questing the President to open a diplo- 
matic correspondence with Mexico 
looking toward negotiating a treaty of 
reciprocity. In both cases the boun- 
daries between the United States and 
the two countries named are rather im- 
aginary lines than any physical bar- 
riers to inter-communication. And 
where there are what may be termed 
national boundary linos, there are sim- 
ply rivers, which are aids rather than 
impediments to commerce. 

"The proposition for a treaty of reci- 
procity with Canada is likely to meet 
with more opposition than any such 
project for Mexico. The States bord- 
ering upon Canada are, as a rule, agri- 
cultural. There aro fears, therefore, 
that the products of Canada will come 
into unfair competition with the grain, 
cheese and butter of the Northwest. 
The New England fishermen are com- 
plaining of the operation of those 
clauses in the treaty of Washington un- 
der which Canadian fish aro admitted 
into the United States duty free. Sena- 
tor Edmunds has offered a resolution 
in the Senate to abrogato that .portion 
of the treaty. The New Englaud fish- 
ermen have demonstrated that for vari- 
ous reasons the Canadians can send fish 
to market at lower rates than they 
can. The once famous fishery interests 
of Massachusetts and Maine are suffer- 
ing in consequence. The farmers of 
Illinois and Wisconsin have also al- 
ready entered their protest against 
Canadian barley being brought into 
direct competition with that raised by 
themselves. 

"But with the Republic of Mexico 
no such objections to a treaty of reci- 
procity exist. The occupations and 
wants of tho people aro dissimilar. 
There is every reason why a mutual 
interchange of products would be bene- 
ficial to both peoples. Mexico pro- 
duces coffee which, with the exception 
of tho Java, is equal in quality to any 
sold in tho American markets. That 
Republic is fast becoming a competitor 
with Brazil in this particular product. 
There is an. unlimited market for 
Mexican coffee in the United States. 
Mexico also sends to this country, 
principally to tho ports on tho Gulf of 
Mexico, hemp, tampico-fibre and gum. 
On the other hand, tho Mexican people 
would reap a great advantage by the 
free admission of many American pro- 
ducts. • Our cotton goods already go 
there in considerable quantities. The 
mining industry of Mexico is retarded 



by the high tariff upon machinery. 
Mexico also buys extensively of the 



United States in such wares as indus- 



trial implements and machinery. 

"Ono -other advantage of a reci- 
procity treaty to Mexico would be tho 
breaking up of tho Free Zone territory 
through which so much smuggling now 
goes on, to the loss of the National 
Treasury. Tho great want of the sistor 
Republic at this time is railroad con- 
struction. Mexico will never have a 
system of railroads without foreign aid. 
Nothing would encourage tho invest- 
ment of American capital in Mexico 
more than a treaty of reciprocity which 
would foster commercial relations be- 
tween the two countries." 



Tho Lunatic Asylum. 



AN APPEAL FOR THE HELPLESS TO 
EVERY RESIDENT OF BRITISH CO- 
LUMBIA. 

Editor Colonist: — This matter con- 
cerns us all. Wo may enjoy mental 
health to-day; but accidents, illness, 
anxiety or some other cause may con- 
sign us, or those who are indeed dear 
to us, to tho tender morcies of a so- 
called "Asylum," in which at least 
seven out of forty of the patients die 
in the course of six months. 

In the hospital for tho sick, out of 
250 cases, thero have been only 10 
deaths from all causes, including acci- 
dents. Now I believo insane persons 
are not necessarily unhealthy in body. 
Why, then, this - fearful mortality? 
Are these helpless ones murdered in 
our midst by brutal keepers, hunger, 
thirst, neglect or violence. Is the 
money allowed for this asylum or 
"slaughter house" insufficient to allow 
of trained nurses or keepers of both 
sexes being employed] An insane 
asylum should be a home for the poor, 
afllicted ones, and the nurses should bo 
firm, humane, merciful. Are none 
such procurable? or are there no funds 
for the purpose? If so, let committees 
of ladies be formed to collect subscrip- 
tions from the public, and I feel con- 
vinced that not one person in British 
Columbia would refuse to assist ac- 
cording to his or her means, reflecting 
that it may be for their own mental 
salvation. Would any person risk be- 
ing treated like a wild beast or other- 
wise killed by inches bye and byo 
while now he possesses mental strength 
to prevent it? Protestant and Catho- 
lic — Sisters of Mercy, you who give 
time and strength in works of charity 
and love, do not the sick in mind need 
help even more than those sick in the 
body? Oh! come forth, and if you take 
this in hand we shall no longer fear 
for tho safety and comfort of these 
poor, stricken people. But let there be 
no delay. At once let there be a strict 
enquiry as to tho causes of this sad 
mortality. Let the grave give up the 
dead if need be to show what medicines 
were administered; to what treatment 
they were subjected. In short, why 
they died. 

There some in our homes even now 
who should be cared for in a real asy- 
lum, but the chances of cure in our 
asylum are less than the chances of 
death. Merov. 



Tho Judicature Bill and tho Pro- 
fession. 

Editor Colonist: — In the report of 
the Legislature yesterday the Attorney 
General is reported to have stated that 
there were eight Acts rendered inopera- 
tive by the Supreme Court Judges hav- 
ing neglected to make rules. I may say 
that this is the first intimation I have 
had that any Act has been inoperative 
from this cause and I have had a little 
experience on the subject. I am afraid 
the Attorney General must have been 
speaking from hearsay, for it is im- 
possible that any such abuse should 
exist without some ono beside himself 
knowing it. 

In the same report the Attorney 
General is reported to have said that 
tho Judicature Bill was approved by 
all but two members of the profession. 
In this, I can vouch, he is mistaken. 
The bill, as passed, has not been seen 
by most of the profession. As origin- 
ally drawn, the clauses giving to the 
Governor in Council power to make 
rules was objected to by nearly all of 
the profession. Think what diffi- 
culty we should have to construe 
the rules if Mr. Speaker Williams 
or his confrere were to be raised to the 
dignity of Lieut. -Governor with an ex- 
ecutive of equal mental attainments. I 
am not prepared to say that we should 
feel a bit less honored under those cir- 
cumstances than we do now. The ex- 
ecutive, a body of purely political par- 
tizans, are under no circumstances a 
body fitted to have the sole control of 
the Supreme Court, which this power 
would practically give them, and the 
insertion of this clause ought to be 
sufficient to prevent the Bill, a mea- 
sure in many respects advantageous to 
the Province, being disallowed at Otta- 
wa. Dido.

Hon. Mr. Walkcm presented a message 
from tho Lieut. -Go vornor to amend tho 
Fence Ordinance, 1870, so that it should 
not apply to lands hold for pastoral pur- 
poses on tho mainland. 

The Houso went into committee with 
Mr. Mcllmoyl in tho chair. 

Mr. Smithe askod that the clause 
should only apply to lands, oast of the 
Cascados, as ho believed thoro was but 
little pastoral land west of the Cascados. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said he had no ob- 
jection. 

Mr. Wilson said that in Australia and 
Kansas tho stock raisers had to fence in 
their lands, and ho did not see why they 
should not do so here. 

Mr. Harris said he quite agreed with 
the amendment as lie thought tho act 
should not apply to pastoral lands east of 
tho Cascades. 

Mr. Smithe moved that it should apply 
to pastoral lands west of tho Cascades. 

Mr, Mara said he could not see what 
Mr. Wilson was driving at unless it was 
to oblige stock raisors to leavo tho coun- 
try, for that would be the effect if they 
had to fence in their lands, Tho clauso 
as suggested by the loader of the Govern- 
ment he considered a very good ono. 

Mr. Helgeson thought tho stock raisers 
should help build tho fonces. 

Mr. Wilson considered tho man who 
had tho stock was tho very person who 
should bo compelled to fence Lis lands in 
order to prevent the cattle roaming onto 
othor persons' proportyand porhaps doing 
a great deal of damage. 

Mr. W. M. Brown thought tho clauso 
an unjust one. It was doing everything 
in favor of tho stock raisers at tho ex- 
pense of the farmers. 

Mr. Saul said this clause was introduced 
at tho solicitation of a large number of 
stock raisers. The hon. second member 
for Victoria (Mr. Wilson) had tried to en- 
lighten tho House on a subject of which 
ho evidently knew really nothing, (hear, 
hear) or ho woidd be awaro that stock 
raising was the principal occupation in 
the district referred to, farming being 
but little practiced. 

Mr. Vernon said it was evident Mr. 
Wilson wantod to pay a double price for 
his beef or he would never object to the 
clause. The country usod for stock 
raising was as a rule unfit for farming, 
and would cost a great deal to fence in. 
If those men do farm, they always fence 
in their crops. 

Mr. Wilson said he did not think it was 
right and just that stock raisers should be 
permitted to let their cattle wander over 
the poor Bottler's farm. 

Mr. Vernon said tho hon. gentleman 
know absolutely nothing of the subject on 
which he was talking, and he would there- 
fore advise him to Bit still and listen for 
information from other hon. gentlemen. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. W. M. Brown said great injustice 
would evidently bo clone to a class of far- 
mers by this clauso and ho hoped tho bill 
would be allowed to stand as it was. 

Mr. Smithe said he had understood the 
amendment was to apply to the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Mcllmoyl and had theroforo 
offered no objection to it. But when tak- 
en with tho member for Lillooet's 
bill he considered that it would 
work most unfairly to the farmer. It 
would allow the stock-raiser to recover 
damages from a farmer if his stock should 
stray on pastoral land which thoy 
could not damage, and yet if the stock- 
raiser's cattle strayed on to tho farmer's 
land and did a great amount of damage 
tho farmer could not recover for that da- 
mage. 

Mr. Bennett said tho proposed amend- 
ment is a good oiio, as it obviates the one 
objection that could bo advancod to tho 
Fenco Law Act. Under tho provisions of 
that Act if trespass bo made upon un- 
fenced land no action for trespass will lie, 
and this would bo a hardship in some 
parts of tho Province. It is usual in most 
parts of the District ho had tho honor to 
represent for tho settler to fenco such part 
of tho land as ho cultivates and leavo the 
rest unfonced. On the unfonced portion 
he runs his live stock, ho of necessity 
leaves this portion of his land unfonced, 
becauso it is in most cases necessary that 
the stock have access to adjacent Crown 
land, tho land actually owned being gen- 
erally insufficient to food tho whole of his 
stock. Now, as under tho Fenco Law 
lately passed no action will lie for trespass 
on unfenced land, an extensive cattle 
owner may drive a largo band of cattle, 
2000 or 3000 head, into a settled district, 
the stock spread thomsolvos all over and 
eat every bit of grass that U not fonced 



in, and when the grass is all gone tho 
owner drives them off- somewhere else, 
probably into the next settlement, and 
tho settlers have no remedy for tho irre- 
trievable ruin that has ben brought upon 
their little home-ranges, they will find their 
valley completely eaten out and no com- 
pensation ia to be obtained from tho per- 
sons inflicting the injury. If on action 
for trespass bo allowed in Biich cases, tho 
injury will net be done ; owners of largo 
bands of cattle will take caro to keep their 
cattlo out of populous settlements, and 
will pay proper attention to hording their 
bands in a more remote placo, instead of 
leaving thorn to roam at will to be herded 
by the settlers whoso grass thoy cat out. 
Some hon. members appear to consider 
that this amendment is for tho benefit of 
tho largo stock owner, and to the injury 
of tho farming settler, but its operation 
would bo directly tho reverse of that; it 
would bo undoubtedly for tho benefit of 
the settler, and ho was at a loss to under- 
stand how any hon. members could' sup- 
poso to the contrary. Ho folt confident 
that the Fonce Act now mado generally 
applicable throughout tho Province 
would in somo cases be found to work in- 
juriously unless qualified by a provision 
such as is contained in this amendment. 

Mr. Smithe said this rather altered the 
case as he now saw that it was quito pos- 
sible to do tho small stock-raiseragood deal 
of damage. He thought that boforo hon. 
gentlemen decided on tho question that 
any hon. gentleman who was in a position 
to impart information on this subject 
should do so in order that tho Houso 
might deal intelligently with tho clauso. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys considered that 
a small bill might be introduced to reme- 
dy tho evil. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom asked whether it 
was a fact that the summer range lasted 
only for ono year, that is that tho cattlo 
ato all tho feod in ono season. 

Mr. Mara said no, such was not tho 
fact, as unloss it was overstocked tho grass 
sprang up again in the spring. Tho dan- 
ger to be apprehended was, however, to 
those lands where tho cattlo are allowed 
to graze all tho year round. This amend- 
ment would not affect tho farmers at all; 
in fact ho did not think the clause would 
make much difference. 

Mr. Saul said tho Amendment, if pass- 
ed, would leavo tho Act as it had stood 
for years, and up to this timo there had 
beon no complaints of tho injustice and 
hardships now mentioned by hon. gentle- 
men. Some of tho land purchased would 
not pay to fenco for several years and it 
was to protect tho owners of these that 
this clauso was brought down. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho matter should 
stand over till an expression of opinion 
was obtained from tho settlers themselves. 

Mr. Vernon said he had novcr yot 
hoard of any injury being done during 
tho past 10 years, This amondmcnt would 
now placo tho Act back in tho same posi- 
tion as formerly. As for winter ranges 
ho bolioved his own colleague would bring 
in a bill shortly on that subject and ho 
thought this question might bo dealt with 
thon. 

Mr. Smitho thought it was high timo 
tho loader of tho Government should ox- 
plain to the committee his reasons for 
bringing this amendment down, for it 
was now a Government measure and ho 
did not think tho leader of tho Govern- 
ment was treating tho Comniitteo in a 
proper manner when ho took no notico of 
the amondmcnt but lounged in and out of 
tho Houso as if nothing wero being done. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he did not in- 
tend to gratify the hon. gontloman. 

Mr. Bennott said tho amendment as 
brought down ho would support as he 
considered it would remedy tho only ovil 
in the bill, and be of great benefit to 
stock-raising districts. Stock-raisors have 
their cortain localities and wishing to pre- 
serve one for tho winter, it may bo very 
seriously damaged if some large stock- 
raiser who should bring his cattle down 
on to this ground and oat up all tho feed. 
Tho Bmaller stock-raiser would then have 
to drive his cattlo up to tho hills, whereas 
if this passed the largo owners would tako 
care that thoir cattle did not go and dam- 
age this property. 

Mr. McGillivray thought tho groat ob- 
jection to the amendment was that it did 
not include agricultural lands with pas- 
toral so that farmers and stockraiscrs 
might havo tho same justice. 

Dr. Ash thought tho leader of the Gov- 
ernment should state his reasons for 
bringing down this messago from His 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho introducer 
of the bill, after a conversation with stock 
raisers, had asked him to bring down this 
amendment for discussion and in doing so 
the Government had by no means taken 
tho responsibility of passing tho bill. It 
was the only way the amendment could 
be brought down. 

Mr. Smitho said the amendment was a 
Government measure, for it must havo 
been recommended by the Government to 
tho Lieut. -Governor. Tho leader of the 
Government should tako groater in- 
torest in tho matter. Tho amondmont 
could havo been brought down as another 
bill by Mr. Saul, . and need not have come 
down as a message from His Honor tho 
Lieut. -Governor. He regretted that tho 
leader of the Government, when he found 
himself in an awkward position, lost his 
temper and used language which was un- 
parliamentary, coarse and indecent. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem having replied, 

Mr. Mara said ho regretted the turn the 
debate had taken aB it could do no possible 
good. He approved of tho manner in 
which the amendment had been intro- 
duced and he hoped a vote on it would bo 
taken without further delay. 

Mr. W. Brown suggested that tho com- 
niitteo rise and report progress. The 
amendment was a very important ono and 
he had no idea it was to bo introduced 
until brought down by the leader of the 
Government. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected. 

Mr. Saul could not see that tho clause 
would cause any hardship. None had 
oxistod in the past. 

Tho clauso thon passed as amended and 
the committeo rose and reported, Tho 
report was adopted and the bill passed its 
final stage. 

THE LIEN BILL. 

On motion of Mr. Drummondit was or- 
dered that this bill bo placed on the orders 
for Monday next. 

MUNICIPAL ACT. 

Mr. Abrams moved that the following 
clause be inserted in an act to amend tho 
Municipality acts: ''Section 8, of the 
Municipality Amendment Act, 1876 shall 
bo amended by striking out all. the words 
after 'her' in the fifth line, down to tho 
word 'same' in the eighth lino." 

Tho hon. gentleman explained that the 
amendment would give persons who paid 
a municipal road tax or clog tax the privi- 
lege of voting at elections. 

Mr. McGillivray said that ho could seo 
that the amendment would result in much 
evil and open the door to tho formation 
of rings which might carry any election 
in spite of those who were property own- 
ers and had a permanont interest in the 
municipality. 

Mr. Harris objected to tho amendment 
on the grounds that ihii mers payment of 



of tho road or dog tax would extend to 
non-residents and thoso who had no in- 
terest in a municipality tho same privi- 
lege) as that extended to residents who 
wero property owners. 

Mr. Drummoiul spoke in support of the 
amendment and contended that all who 
paid municipal taxes should be entitled 
to voto at municipal elections, provided 
thoy had boon residents in the municipal- 
ity for twelve months previous to tho 
election. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved an amend- 
ment cmbedying a residence qualification 
of 12 montliB. 

Mr. Smitho thought the 12 months res- 
idonco qualification should apply to thoso 
who paid road tax only, and moved a 
furthor amendment to this effect. 

The clauso thon passed as amended. 

Mr. Ash moved to amend tho act by 
inserting a clause taking away from any 
Municipal Council tho right to dismiss 
any stipendiary magistrate. Ho thought 
that this power should bo vested in tho 
Lieut. -Governor in council. 

Tho Finance Minister suggested that 
the new claiues bo printed and placed be- 
fore tho Houso. 

On motion it was ordered that all tho 
amendments bo incorporated in the mea- 
sure and printed. 

Mr. Ash askod if it was intended to 
charge ovory malo adult resident in Vic- 
toria city tho sum of $3. Clauso 5 of the 
measuro gavo that authority. 

Hon. Provincial Secretary — The mat- 
ter is in tho hands of tho Municipal Coun- 
cil. Thoy can if they like. 

THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 

Mr. Speaker hero stated that ho had 
recently received tho following tele- 
gram from Ottawa concerning the peti- 
tion to tho Imperial Government: 

Ottawa, Out., March 19, 1870. 
To the Speaker of the Legislative Ax.iembhj : 

Tho petition of Legislative Assembly of 
B. C. to tho Queen passed last session was 
received here on tho 11th Oct. last. At 
that time Ministry had resigned and only 
lipid office till successors appointed. Tho 
attention of the present Ministry on tak- 
ing ofiico was not called to this petition 
and it remained unnoticed. .On its being 
discovered it was transmitted to England. 
This will account for the petition not be- 
ing answered by Colonial Minister. Tho 
Government hero greatly regret the over- 
sight. J. 0. Atkins. 

Mr. Smitho said the telegram must be 
regarded as unsatisfactory. It gave no 
particulars as to tho date tho notice of the 
Government was called to the petition, 
nor as to tho date it was forwarded to 
England. 

Hon. Mr, Walkom said he was com- 
pelled to admit that ho regretted the tele- 
gram was not more satisfactory, and it 
appeared quito evident to him that - when 
tho petition was received at Ottawa it had 
simply been pigoon-holed although it 
might havo been attended to at once. Tho 
fact wont to show that there were wheels 
within whools. 

Mr. Vernon was of opinion that it was 
tho duty of tho Government to at once 
tako tho matter in hand and without do- 
lay telegraph to Ottawa to ascertain on 
what dato the petition was forwarded to 
England. 

Mr. Mara said that without information 
either of a private or official nature it was 
impossible for any hon. monibor to state 
whether tho petition had boon pigeon- 
holed or not. Tho Houso was without in- 
formation on this point; but this it did 
know: that a telegram had beon forward- 
ed to tho Imperial Government and that 
at the present moment it remained un- 
answered. A reply might possibly havo 
beon sont by mail." Ho thought that tho 
Government should take somo action at 
once, that is, if it was intended to tako 
any action at all this session. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem would state that ho 
had received a tolegrain marked "pri- 
vate." It was not, however, marked 
"confidential," and he would inform tho 
Houso that tho Ministry at Ottawa had 
boon, so to speak, so immersed in the consi- 
deration of tho tariff question that thoy 
could not possibly Btate particulars of 
what their railway policy would be. As 
soon as possible, howover, the information 
would bo given. 

Mr. Mara said that under the existing 
circumstancos tho Government should not 
have convened tho Houso for dispatch of 
buniness until thoy hud received a reply 
to the petition. Thoy had no right to 
call tho Houso togelhor in the expectation 
of receiving an answer, thus keeping hon. 
members in attendanco from day to day. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said that tho mem- 
ber for Yalo (Mr. Vernon) had stated on 
two occasions to him that he hoped the 
House would be convonod about the mid- 
dle of January, as that time would suit the 
convenience of up-country members bet- 
ter than any other. 

Mr. Vernon said that tho Government 
knew very woll when thoy called the 
Houso together that they had no inform- 
ation concerning the petition to place be- 
fore it. It appeared that they had no 
idea, what action they intended to tako — 
no settled or definite policy — but wero 
drifting along from day to day in hope 
that something would turn up. It was 
their duty both to tho Houso and to tho 
country to coino to somo definite conclu- 
sion and inform hon. members what that 
was. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that the ar- 
gument of tho last speaker that tho Gov- 
ernment had no right to convene the 
Houso until a reply was received was sim- 
ply absurd. If that course had been pur- 
sued tho Houso would not bo called to- 
gether yot. As for having no definite 
policy it was not always fitting or becom- 
ing for a Government to declare what its 
policy really was. Tho Government 
would have to act with groat caution, 
taking good care r.ot to do anything that 
would prove- offensive on tho other side. 

After further discussion the House ad- 
journed till 2 p.m. on Thursday. 

Arrival of the Steamer Victoria. — 
Tho iron screw steamer Victoria (late tho 
Bolivar) four clays from San Francisco, 
went into Esquimalt harbor yesterday 
afternoon. She experienced dirty weath- 
er tho entire trip; off Capo Flattery she 
lay to on Tuesday night in thick weather. 
Tho Victoria, which is commanded by 
Capt. Lyons, formerly of tho Prince Al- 
fred, brings four or five passengers for 
Nanaimo, for which port sho sailed at 3 
o'clock this morning and whore sho will 
tako in 2,000 tons of Vancouver Com- 
pany's coal for San Francisco. Tho 
Victoria will be placed regularly on tho 
line, and is owned by Goodall, Nelson & 
Perkins. ■. 

The steamer Politkofsky from Pugot 
Sound arrived alongside Spratt's wharf 
last evening, bringing over Capt Reynolds 
of tho bark Tidal Wave and Messrs. 
Meiggs, Gillan & Smith as passengers. 
She will return to tho Sound at noon to- 
day.

Wednesday, March 19. 
Patrick Houlihan was charged with hav- 
ing assaulted Michael Finnerty on the 
18th inst. 

Michael Finnerty said he was walking 
along tho Mount Tolmie road about 
o'clock on tho morning of the 18th inst., 
and when about, seventy yards boyond the 
Houlihans' place received several blows 
on tho shoulders and body which he found 
wero delivered by tho defendant. Ho 
had been up all that night in his own 
houso, but was not very drunk; ho never 
made use of any abusive Itingimgo nor did 
he enter the Houlihans' yard. 

Dr. Ash testified to Finnerty calling on 
him on tho 18th to have his injuries at- 
tended to; he was much bruised about 
tho right shoulder and side. Finnerty 
had evidently been drinking, but was not 
drunk at tho timo. 

Monay testified to Mrs. Houlihan call- 
ing him to go out and fetch hor hus- 
band who had gone out after Finnerty; ho 
went out and saw them together. Ho 
caught hold of Houlihan and took him 
away; when leaving Houlihan tried to 
kick Finnerty ; had noticed Finnerty walk- 
ing up aucl down making a groat noise.

just coining in with a pail of milk; sho 
then looked to seo where Finnerty was, 
and saw that ho was close to the gate ; 
her husband thon came out and Finnerty 
opened the gate and rushed towards Houli- 
han, making use of most abusive language; 
her husband caught Finnerty and tried to 
got him but; witness thon went into the 
houso and asked Mr. Memo to go out; 
James Houlihan also wont out; Finnerty 
had a stick in his hand and witness saw 
him strike her husband with it. In answer 
to Mr. Finnerty, witness said she saw 
Finnerty from tho shed where sho was 
cooking the breakfast; tho road can bo 
seen from thoro through oithcr a window 
or two doors, 

His Honor said It was a great pity 
neighbors should quarrel in this way, and 
though satisfied that Finnerty had receiv- 
ed a thrashing, thought that ho had 
brought it on hinisolf. Ho thon bound 
both defendant and complainant ovor in 
tho sum of 8100 to keop the peace for six 
months.

way aro recommended.
